Russia Accepts Washington as 
Place for Conference. 


GEN. LINEVITCH IN PERIL 


Japanese Flanking Move West of the 
Liao River— Several Russian 
Positions Captured. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.—Russia 
has finally and definitely accepted Wash- 
ington as the meeting place of the Rus- 


sian and Japanese plenipotentiaries, the 
Foreign Office having waived its request 
for reconsideration at the personal direc- 
tion of the Emperor, whose desire to 
give the fullest and fairest opportunity to 
President Roosevelt's proposal for a peace 
conference is thereby manifested. 

After his conference with Ambassador 
Meyer, Count Lamsdorff, the Foreign 
Minister, went last night to Peterhof and 
laid the matter before the Emperor, who, 
on learning that insistence on The Hague 
might endanger the negotiations, directed 
Count Lamsdorff to inform Mr. Meyer 
that Russia would accept Washington. 

It was after midnight when the Foreign 


Minister returned from Peterhof, but Mr. | 
Meyer was forthwith notified and a cipher ,

dispatch was prepared and sent to 
State Department at Washington at 
early hour this morning. 

Count Lamsdorff this afternoon issued 
a public announcement of the selection 
of Washington.

Pending the official announcement of 
the plenipotentiaries, little progress 
toward the arrangement of an armistice 
is being made. Japan will not take the 
initiative in requesting an armistice. It 
is improbable, however, that she would 
insist on Russia making the request. It! 
is generally expected that when the mis- 
sions have been announced the Presi- 
dent will suggest to the belligerents the 
advisability of a limited truce, and that 
this suggestion will be accepted. In- 
structions will then go to Linevitch and 
Oyama to sign an armistice. 

The question of an armistice had been 
informally discussed at the White House, 
and the belief in diplomatic circles is that 
there will not be a hitch on this score. 
Japan prefers that an armistice should be 
signed in the field by the Russian and 
Japanese commanders, and there are in- 
@ications that this will find approval in 
St. Petersburg. 

Pessimistic reports from Europe about 
the Washington conference are not shared 
by the diplomats here. 
bassador who has from the outset heen 
in close touch with the negotiations said 
to-night: 

“ What Europe does not seem to realize 
is that in these negotiations the Presi- 
dent has been dealing, not with the War 
Party in Russia, nor with Count Lams- 
dorff, but with Emperor Nicholas direct. 
There is a thorough understanding be- 
tween the President and the Emperor, 
the latter fully appreciating the motives 
which prompted the President's appeal 
for peace, and sending in reply as re- 
sponsive an answer as he felt Russia 
could afford to make. 

“That Russia does not go into the con- 
ference pledged to peace is fully under- 
stood, but this does not mean that her 
plenipotentiaries will not come clothed 
with full powers to negotiate peace pro- 
vided Japan's terms be reasonable, nor 
does it reflect in any way upon the sin- 
cerity with which Russia enters the con- 
ference.”

Fortunately, the drowning was only ap- 
|parent. The bather came to the surface 
again a little further down the river, and 
just in time to be pulled on board the fer- 
| ryboat Greenpoint. He was then on the 
verge of exhaustion, and it took some 
time to revive him. 

But in the end he was none the worse 
for his adventure. The man said he was 
Charles Williams, a metal worker of 526 
East Thirteenth Street.

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BRITAIN DETERMINED 
TO STAND BY FRANCE 


Will Support Any Policy as to 
Morocco Her Ally May Adopt. 


'GERMANY’S CHANGE OF FRONT|° 


French Government, Somewhat Reas- 
sured by Explanations, Likely to 
Agree to a Conference.

LONDON, June 18.—Paris dispatches 


to-night strongly suggest the probabil- 
ity that France ultimately will accede 
to Germany’s demand for a conference 
respecting Morocco, 

Great Britain is quite willing that 
France should meet Germany’s demand 
in whatever way her own interests may 
dictate, the determination of this coun- 


try being to support loyally any policy 
;as to Morocco the French Nation de- 
| cides to adopt. 

When a conference was first proposed 

Great Britain, acting in accordance 
| With the wishes of her ally, declined to 

have anything to do with it. If France 
changes her mind and decides that the 
easiest way out of the present some- 
what critical situation would be to fall 
lin with the German idea, Great Britain 
will promptly signify her willingness to 
be a party to the conference. 

The belief here among those who best 
(understand the Moroccan question is 

that the Kaiser would not be able to 
| control the conference and would 
emerge from it with little gain to Gar- 
many. 

The suggestion is made in Paris that 
Germany and France are likely to come 
to an agreement on the Moroccan ques- 
tions and then arrange to have the 
agreement ratified by the conference. 
;Great Britain would not object to that. 

Comment is made in some Paris dis- 
patches that if Emperor William furces 
the powers into a conference he will by 
that act deal a strong blow to the An- 
glo-French entente. This is believed 
here to be a somewhat superficial view. 
Great Britain certainly has stood stout- 
ly to the letter of her agreement with 
France from the beginning of the Mo- 
ae difficulty up to now, and the 
French Government fully appreciates 
her loyalty. It is a question, of course, 
how far she would go in carrying out 
the spirit of the agreement if France 
should stand in need of something more 
substantial than diplomatic support. 

There are statesmen in both countries 
who jsImplicitly ‘believe Great Britain 
would not idly watch Germany make 
wanton war on France. To Englishmen 
the entente cordiale now seems a much 
more important and impressive thing 
than it did before the Moroccan trouble 
arose. There can be no doubt, too, that 
this view is strengthening in the minds 
of intelligent people in France. 


ASSURANCES OF GERMANY. 


Ambassador Gives Definite Informa- 
tion Concerning Her Views. 


PARIS, June 18.—The improvement in 
the Franco-German situation took a more 
definite turn to-day as the semi-official 
version of yesterday's conference between 
Premier Rouvier and Prince von Radolin, 
the German Ambassador, became known. 

This version shows that the Ambassador 
asked France to accept in principle the 
plan of an international conference, leav- 
ing the details to be adjusted later. Pre- 
mier Rouvier answered that he desired at 
first to be advised upon Germany’s object 
in securing the conference and the ques- 
tions it would be called upon to consider. 

As the result of instructions from Ber- 
lin, Prince von Radolin was able to re- 
spond to these inquiries and to give defi- 
nite information regarding the German 
Government's ideas upon the scope and 
limitations of the conference. More par- 
ticularly wags he able to relieve the con- 
ference plan from any appearance of be- 
ing a menace to France or of being a 
preliminary step to override French pres- 
tige in Morocco, 

With these explanations, pourparlers 
will continue with a good prospect of re- 
sulting in a definite agréement. There is, 
however, a necessity for further ex- 
changes between the Governments with 
the view of fully defining the extent of 
the conference. 
| Premier Rouvier also conferred at con- 
j siderable length with Paul Cambon, the 
| French Ambassador to Great Britain, fol- 
lowing the latter's conversations with 
Lord Lansdowne, the British Foreign 
Minister. These conversations showed 
| that the British declination to participate 
in the conference had been entirely free 
from the belligerent tone ascribed to it.

Pirates Slay 150 Persons and 
Loot a Village.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—Details of 
the massacre of 150 natives of a Kam- 
chatka village by seal pirates come from 
Petropavlovsk to Paul Morogravlenoff of 
this city in a letter from his brother. The 
letter says the marauders destroyed a 
coast settlement early in the year, and 
left no clue to their identity except that 
several were Japanese. 

The letter states that the natives of a 
small settlement near Petropavlovsk, who 
had made a good season's catch, wel- 
comed the visit of a sealing schooner. 
The crew went ashore and feasted, but 
in the night they rose, massacred the 
helpless natives, looted all the houses, 
and then burned the village. Flames were 
seen from Petropavlovsk, and a party 
was sent out. It found the bodies of 150 
people shot and hacked to death. Rob- 
bery was the motive of the massacre, and 
no valuable skins were left. 

Only a few of the natives escaped, and 
these could give no definite details about 
the marauders. Even people in Petro- 
pavlovsk were fearful of attack,

A FARMER RESCUES THEM 


Owner Indignant at Being Called “ Mr. 
Vanderbilt "—Party Heads Home 
After a Trying Mishap.

in a big touring car among the pines and

The party left Brooklyn 
morning for a run to Greenport. It is 
necessary, in reaching that village, to 
cross the island at this point. The road, 
a mere sandpath, stretches for eight miles 
through a veritable wilderness. The first 
two miles were covered readily. Then a 
fork of the road provoked an argument 
which arm to follow. Mrs. Smith insisted 
that the left branch was the one they 
wanted, and the others, with some re- 
luctance, agreed to take it, 

After two miles more, in which the ob- 
stacles increased rapidly, the machine 
struck a sand hollow and refused to 
budge. For an hour the two men, en- 
couraged by Mrs. Smith, worked desper- 
ately to assist the engine in moving the 


automobile. Then hope was abandoned.

Some twenty persons were seriously in¢ 
jured yesterday afternoon by the blowing 
up of a monster steam boiler in thé com- 
pressed air plant of the Subway Con- 
struction Company at One Hundred and 
Sixty-first Street and the North River, A 
twenty-ton section of the big boiler was 
hurled 600 feet from the plant, which was 
swept absolutely off its site by the ex< 
plosion, and ripped down trees on a ter« 
race 150 feet up where crowds of women 
and children were eating luncheon. 

Nearly everything within half a mile 
of the plant—dwellings, sheds, yachts, and 
boathouses, was hit by pieces of flying 
iron from the compressed air plant. That 
scores were not killed was what surprised 
the police most. On the terrace were a 
dozen picnic parties, who were there to 
look at the races of the West End Yacht 
Club regatta. 

The plant was supplying the power for 
the drilling of the long Fort Washington 
tunnel, as it is called, from One Hundred 
and Fifty-eighth Street to Fort George. 
Work on that section of the Subway will 
now stop until a new compressor ig 
erected. 

Joseph Morgan, the negro fireman at 
the plant, was so badly injured that he 
died last night.

Superintendent C. F. Smith, was going at 

the speed of ninety miles an hour. Sev- 
enty-seven miles an hour was achieved 
south of Tivoli on the Hudson River sec- 

tion, where four successive miles were 
reeled off in 47, 46, 47, and 48 seconds. 

| The limited got to Albany three min- 
oe early, at 6:07 o'clock, and left there 
on time with a new engine and new en- 
gineer. 

There were not any “cheering thou- 
sands’”’ along the course to stare open- 
eyed at the speeding train, for the very 
simple reason that the Empire State Ex- 
press has been doing the same trick for 
fourteen years or more. It is not a new 
train, as far as the population between 
j New York and Buffalo is concerned. 

True, there were a few snap-shot fiends 

with their cameras ready, but most af 

these failed to press the trigger till the 
last car flashed by them. 

Every available berth was sold out 
when the fwentieth Century Limited left 
i Grand Central. On the huge black- 
board at the gate appeared only one word, 
Chicago.

The actual running time from Chicago 
to Cleveland, 341 miles, was 5 hours and 
15 minutes, divided as follows: Chicago 
to Elkhart, 101.1 miles, (11 minutes de- 
ducted for stops,) 89 minutes; Elkhart to 
Toledo, 133.4 miles, (no stops,) 122 min- 
utes; Toledo to Cleveland, 107.8 miles, (no 
stops,) 104 minutes. 

Some remarkable bursts of speed were 
made: ons the run. Engineer Fleming, 
who took the train at Chicago, ran one 
mile in 41 seconds, Engineer Gullmeyer 
between Plkhart and Toledo burned up 
62 miles in 56 minutes, and Engineer C. 
Cc. Robertson, who piloted the Fier into 
Cleveland, tore off 83 miles in 80 minutes. 

The passengers who participated in this 
exhilarating experience numbered sixty- 
two. There were brokers and. lawyers 
rushing to New York to keep business 
engagements, there were railroad men, 
newspaper men, belated holiday folks 
bastening to make steamer connections, 
and some who merely went for the ride.

ELECTRIC MOTOR ONL. I. R. R. 
Train Made Fifty-seven Miles an Hour 


on the First Test. 


Details of the first electric train test 
| held on the Long Island Railroad with the 
cars and apparatus to be used everywhere 

on the line when the electrification of the 
road is accomplished became public yes- 
terday. The test was made on Saturday 
afternoon. A maximum speed of fifty- 
seven miles an hour was attained. 

The trial was over a half-mile stretch 
of track between Springfield and the Lo- 
cust, Avenue shops at Jamaica. This 1s 
the only branch of the road that has been 
fully electrified yet, although such exten- 
sive preparations have been made that 
several miles can be opened for electric 
trains at short notice. 

A five-car train which had been put 
in readiness by the men at the Locust 
Avenue shops was used for the test. The 
train, which had a motor car at each end, 
like the Subway and elevated trains in 
Manhattan, was run over the track a 
dozen or more times. The train was 
equipped with the Westinghouse multiple 
control apparatus, which has been select- 
ed for the road. 

The motorman had absolutely no trouble 
with the train, and when the run averag- 
ing fifty-seven, miles an hour had been 
made the officials said theywere amply 
satisfied with the showing made. The 
opinion was expressed that the motormen 
would have no trouble in keeping’ up an 
average speed of forty-five miles an hour 
or better. The ordinary Subway express 
runs about. forty-two miles an hour. 

When the work of electrification was 
started it was predicted that electric 
trains would be running on the Rockaway 
Branch by July. It is now said that the 
work will be delayed possibly a month or 
more. It is understood that the delay is 
due to the protests of property owners 
against the surface third rail, but it is de- 
clared that this opposition is pretty soon 
to be overcome without trouble, 

One objection which the road is very 
desirous of overcoming is that against 
maintaining high speed with electric 
trains over grade crossings. It is ar- 
gued that the crossings will be’ amply 
guarded by flagmen. At Saturday's test 
there were three flagmen at every cross- 
ing. One was stationed at the track, and 
the other two some distance up the high- 
way in each direction, so as to give am- 


ple wee. of the approach of vehicles— 
the order being to stop the trial train 
rather than hold vehicles at the track for 
more than half a minute or so. 


RICE RELATIVES CHAGRINED. 


No Money for Pennsylvania Nephews 
and Nieces of Murdered Man.

ALLENTOWN, Penn., June 18.—At a 
meeting held here last evening the local 
relatives of William Marsh Rice, for 
whose murder Albert T. Patrick is under 
sentence of death in New York, were in- 
formed that there was little chance of 
their getting any of his estate. 

F. J. Haus, an attorney, spent the week 
in New York investigating the matter, 
and had. an interview with Surrogate 
Fitzgerald, who declared illegal the 
forged will, dated June 30, 1900, which 
bequeathed the greater part of the es- 
tate to Patrick, and admitted to probate 
as Rice’s true will an instrument dated 
Sept. 26, 1896. 

This gives to twenty-one nephews and 
nieces in Massachusetts and Texas sums 
ranging from $8,000 to $10,000 each. The 
rest of the estate, estimated at nearly 
$10,000,000, goes to the Texas Institute of 
Literature and Art. 

The eighteen nephews and nieces in Le- 
high and Northumberland Counties, who 
spent several hundred dollars investigat- 
ing their claims, are greatly disappointed, 
The murdered millionaire was a native of 
Christian Springs, near ,here. 


OLD SERVANT’S SUICIDE. 


Could Not Live Without Master and 
Mistress He Long Had Served.

GREENWICH, Conn., June 18.—Charles 
Hoffman, an employe on the Riverside 
estate of E. H. Brinley, Jr., of New York, 
committed suicide yesterday afternoon in 


his room in the barn by firing two bullets 
into his head. 

Hoffman, who was sixty-nine years of 
age, had been despondent ever since the 
elder Brinley died a year ago, and he felt 
worse when Mrs. Brinley, the widow, left 
for California. He told the younger Brin- 
ley that he had been with his parents so 
long that he could not live without them.

HOTTEST DAY THIS YEAR; 
RECORD CROWD AT CONEY 


It Was 90 Degrees in the Shade 
in Sun-Baked Manhattan. 


4 PROSTRATIONS; 2 DEATHS 


Bathing Season Opens with a Rush 
and Only Folks Who Must 
Stayed in Town. 


Yesterday was the hottest day this Sum- 
mer in these parts. In certain localities 
the thermometer registered 90 degrees 
in the shade. Everywhere else it marked 
anywhere above 80 most of the day. 

Everybody who could get out of the 
sun-baked city lost no time in getting 
out to the coolness of the country or sea- 
side breezes. 

The mercury in the thermometer began 
to climb at 8 o’clock in the morning. 
From that hour it continued to go up un- 
til at 5 o'clock it had reached the 90-de- 
gree point. That register officially 
stamped the day as the hottest of 1908 

In the city those unfortunates, who 
were unable to get away, got what com- 
fort they could in Central and Battery 
Parks and the other breathing places. 
The crowds that went to Battery Park, 
however, did not stay long. 

The park was filled with a screaming 
crowd of Italians, who had congregated 
there to welcome the 1,500 immigrants 
arriving on the Mediterranean liner Citta 
di Milano. That made the park anything 
but cool. 

Up to midnight four persons had been 
overcome by heat. A fifth, who was 
overcome on Saturday, died in Bellevue 
Hospital. The dead man was Low Mor- 
ris, theatrical manager, of 189 West One 
Hundredth Street, who was stricken while 
riding in a Third Avenue car near Twen- 
ty-eighth Street. 

Mrs. Josie Bernard, forty years old, of 
1,416 Avenue A, died at her home yester- 
day of the heat. 

Louis Wolfe, who lives on the third 
floor of 319 East Ejighty-third Street, 
suffered much from the heat in the aft- 
ernoon and in the evening began to smash 
the furniture and throw the crockery out 
of the windows. When he threatened his 
wife with a knife, Policeman McDonough 
gathered him in. He was taken to Belle- 
vue for examination as to his sanity. 
They said that the heat was responsible. 

Three hundred thousand people jour- 
neyed to Coney Island and Yound there a 
breeze from the ocean which brought 
some relief. It was uncomfortably warm, 
though, even on the beach, till evening. 
At Dreamland and Luna Park the crowd 
broke all records, including the high- 
water mark established on _ the last 
Fourth of July. 

Coney Island did not monopolize the 
crowds, either. The boardwalk between 
Brighton Beach and Manhattan Beach 
was packed, and the hotels at these re- 
sorts turned people away. The Brooklyn 


Rapid Transit Company practically 
doubled the number of its trains, and the 
limit of service was extended by the trol- 
ley lines. Yet still transportation facili- 
ties were lacking. 

The bathing season started with a rush 
of patronage which delighted the bathing 
house proprietors. Thousands sought the 
surf, and there was not a vacant room in 
any of the establishments from early aft- 
ernoon until the crowds began to start 
home.

Fully 100,000 persons sought retief from 
the heat at Rockaway. More than half 
of these went to Sea Side, and the rest 
diviied up between the resorts from Far 
Rockaway down to Rockaway Park. The 
water was too cold for bathing to be 
enjoyable. 

Not until well toward midnight did 
New Yorkers get a real a spell. 
The average temperature of 80 degrees 
for the day was 11 degrees —— than 
for the same date for twenty-five years. 


IN THE RUSH TO CONEY. 


Car Rams a Coach—Four Hurt—The 
Driver May Die. 


In two trolley accidents in Brooklyn, 
because of the rush to Coney Island, 
yesterday afternoon, one man received 
very serious injuries and three others 
were severely hurt. 

At Rogers and Linden Avenues an 
Ocean Avenue car ran into a coach 
driven by Michael McNally of 229 Twen- 
ty-third Street, and occupied by John 
J. Dunn, his wife Edith of 660 Sixth 
Avenue, another woman, and a boy. 

According to bystanders McNally, the 
driver, saw the trolley car coming, but 
tried to cross the street ahead of it. He 
was not quick enough, and car and coach 
came together with a crash that could be 
heard for blocks. The coach was crushed 
as if it had been made of paper, and the 
occupants had to be hewn out of the 
wreck. McNally landed on his head some 
distance away. He was picked up uncon- 
scious. Mr. and Mrs. Dunn were jammed 
in the carriage and unable to get out. 

Mr.Dunn escaped with a scalp wound, 
caused by a piece of the window glass. 
His wife had a fractured collarbone. Both 
people also suffered from shock. They 
were taken, with McNally, to the Kings 
County Hospital. The woman and the 
boy were not injured. Father John T. 
Woods of the Church of the Holy Cross, 
nearby, saw the accident, and assisted 
the injured. McNally’s condition was so 
serious that the priest/ administered the 


last rites of the church. 

McNally’s hurts were made the more 
serious because of the fact that when the 
collision happened he braced himself, and 
holding tight to the reins, tried to pre- 
vent a runaway. The smashing of the 
coach threw the horses in a panic, and 
breaking the traces, they pulled Mc- 
Nally from the seat. His body went 
through the air for some distance, and 
when he struck the ground he was face 
down. His skull is fractured and he is 
not expected to live. 

The trolley car, which was jammed, 
was not damaged. The motorman was 
not arrested. 

The other accident happened about the 
same time in Coney Island Avenue, near 
Avenue U. when a car bound for the 
island, struck J. Van Ness Smith, an 
eight-year-old boy, of 2,049 East Twelfth 
Street, and threw him to the side of the 
street. His collarbone was broken. He 
was taken to the Reception Hospital at 
Coney Island.

o'clock on the morning of June 16 300 of 
the enemy’s cavalry advanced against 
Kuyushu, but were repulsed. 

“In the Chamotu district our advanced 
force, after driving out the enemy sta- 
tioned at Sumiencheng, occupied that vil- 
lage. 

“‘In the Tasiamotun district our detach- 
ment, after,dislodging the enemy's cav- 
alry at Souchatzu, eight miles west of 
Sumiencheng, occupied that village. 

“In the Kangpiu district at 1 o'clock on 
the morning-of June 16 our centre column, 
after routing the enemy's cavalry out- 
posts at Tienchiawopeng, sixteen miles 
northeast o&Kangping, and continuing a 
vigorous pursuit, attacked the enemy’s 
position at the southern end of Liaoyang- 
wopeng and to the eastward, and at 9 
o'clock we completely occupied Liaoyang- 
wopeng. 

“Our right column, after driving the 
enemy's cavalry before it, occupied 
Lochuanpou, nine miles east of Liaoyang- 
wopeng. This column again shelled the 
enemy's cavalry, retreating to the north- 
ward, inflicting heavy injury. The ene- 
my was finally thrown into great con- 
fusion. 


“The left column poured a fierce fire 
upon a thousand of the enemy’s cavalry 
retreating to the northward of Liaoyang- 
wopeng and inflicted heavy damage. 

“According to prisoners 5,000 cavalry, 
with twenty guns, forming part of Lieut. 
Gen. Mistchenko's army, occupied Liao- 
yangwopeng. The main force retreated 
northward, and parts of it to the north- 
eastward and northwestward in disorder. 
There are evidences that the enemy was 
Fanic-stricken and utterly. confused. 

*‘ Abandoned provisions and clothing in- 
dicate the great difficulty the enemy had 
in carrying off supplies. In retreating 
the enemy fired a house south of Liao- 
yangwopeng, and it is presumed that they 
intended to incirerate their dead. 

“Our casualties were thirty killed and 
one hundred and eighty-five wounded. 
The number of the enemy’s casualties is 
not certain. Their dead left in front of 
the centre column numbered eighty, and 
therefore the total Russian losses in all 
directions seems to have been great.’ 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.~Although 
the way has been smoothed for a peace 
conference, the operations in Manchuria 
appear to be in full march toward a big 
engagement, the Japanese having pushed 
forward as far as Liaoyang-chungkeng, 
(Liaoyangwopeng,) west of the Liao Riv- 
er, 33 miles north of Fakoman. 

The Japanese have strong forces here 
as well as in the rear of Lieut. Gen. Line- 
vitch's advance detachments near Chang- 
tufu, and even threaten the flank of the 
fortified positions at Sipinghai, where 
Gen. Linevitch intended to offer battle, 
but from which he purshed far to the 
southward during the months of inactiv- 
ity on the part of the Japanese Army. 

It is not known here whether Gen. 
Linevitch will retire slowly on these posi- 
tions or whether, as he intimated recent- 
ly in an interview, he intends to meet the 
Japanese flanking operations to the 
westward by a counter-offensive move- 
ment. 

A dispatch from the headquarters of 
the Russian Army at Godzyadani de- 
scribes fighting in the vicinity of Liao- 
yangwopeng from 2 until 8 o’clock on 
the morning of June 16. The Ruasian 
artillery at first forced the Japanese to 
retire along the whole line. In the 
meantime another force of Japanese 
turned the Russians’ right flank, com- 
pelling the Russian detachment to retire 
from Liaoyangwopeng. At the same mo- 
ment a strong Japanese infantry column 
was observed approaching. 

The Russian losses, the dispatch says, 
were only six wounded. 


EXCUSE FOR SINKING STEAMER. 


Lamsdorff Ascribes It to Demoraliza- 
tion of Czar’s Naval Forces. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June _ 18.—Sir 
Charles Hardinge, the British Ambassa- 
dor, has brought the case of the British 
steamer St. Kilda, which was sunk by 
the Russian auxiliary cruiser Dnieper on 
June 5 in the China Sea, before Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff, asking that repara- 
tion be made and that steps be taken to 
prevent the recurrence of such ‘actions 
by Russian warships. 

Count Lamsdorff replied that Russia’s 
previous assurances still held good and 
that this was probably an isolated case 
due to the present disorganization of the 
Russian naval forces in Far Eastern wa- 
ters. The Ministry of Marine, Count 
Lamsdorff said, had no information as to 
the whereabouts of the Dnieper, but he 
promised the Ambassador that the mat- 
ter should be investigated. 

The Ministry of Marine denies that the 
British steamer Oldhamia has been sunk, 


RUSSIAN BASE IN MONGOLIA. 


Chinese Government Fears Seizure 
of Territory Is Intended. 


LONDON, Monday, June 19.—The corre- 
spondent at Tokio of The Daily Telegraph 
says: 

‘“‘A Russian cavalry base has been es- 
tablished at Pedue, in Mongolia. Fears 
are expressed by the Peking Government 
that Russia, expelled from Manchuria, 
may seize Mongolia. 

‘“‘A Yin-Kow telegram states that chol- 
era and dysentery are raging at Harbin, 
and that the death rate there is 100 
daily.”

Orders Sheriff to Make Arrests 
at Delmar If Necessary. 


BOOKMAKERS FLOUT NEW LAW 


\ 





Give No Tickets, but Continue to Take 
Wagers—Not to be Moved by 
Governor’s Threat. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, June 18.—Gov. Folk gave 
orders to-day to the Sheriff of St. Louis 
County to stop all betting at the Delmar 
race track, no matter at what cost. If 
necessary the militia will be called out to 
uphold his orders. 

The act repealing the breeders law, un- 
der which bookmaking was legalized, 
went into effect yesterday, but racing did 
not cease, and neither did betting. At 
the Delmar track, just outside the city 
limits, 1,800 persons found it easy to make 
bets. 

No tickets showing the amount and kind 
of bets were given to the bettors by the 
six bookmakers who braved the new law, 
but no mistakes in paying off the win- 
ners were reported. 

As a.consequence Gov. Folk to-night | 
sent the following letter to Sheriff George | 
Herpel of St. Louis County: 

*“* Information having come to me that a 
number of persons have been openly 
committing felonies in St. Louis County } 
by registering wagers or bets on horse | 
races in defiance of law, and that it is 
proposed to continue this felonious con- 
duct, which condition is one that cannot 
be and will not be tolerated in Missouri, 
you are hereby directed to summon a 
sufficient number of deputies to arrest 
all those participating, either as principals 
or accessories, in these crimes, and to 
call on citizens, if necessary, to aid you | 
in suppressing these violations of the} 
law. 

“You will kindly give this your im- 
mediate attention, and if the local facili- 
ties are not enough to enable you to up- 
hold the authority of the State the ex- 
ecutive will furnish you such help as will 
effectually sustain the reign of law.” 

Gov. Folk was in the city to-night on 
his way to his old home at Brownsville, 
Tenn. 

“Any violation of the law against bet- 
ting on horse races will not be tolerated 
in this State,’’ he said. ‘‘If Sheriff Her- 
pel needs militia to enforce the law he 
can have them. 

“ Attorney General Hadley informs me 
that while he is not entirely familiar with 
the system of betting inaugurated at Del- 
mar race track yesterday, he cannot 
conceive of any system of wholesale bet- 
ing that would not be flagrant violation 
of the new anti-bookmaking law. Of 
course it is plain to every one that where 
one man accepts hundreds of bets with 
other individuals on one race he must 
keep some sort of record on these bets 
in order to be able to settle after the race. 

“Any sort of recording or registering 
of bets is a felony in Missouri. The law 
is plain enough and broad enough to stop | 
this demoralizing practice of betting on 
horse races, and stop it we will.” 

Representatives of the Delmar track 
announced to-night that races would con- 
tinue to-morrow as usual, with betting 


under the system so successfully inaugur- 
ated Saturday. 

It is understood that the association is 
backing the bookmakers in the fight to 
test the law and that Sheriff Herpel has 
legal advice that the present system is 
not contrary to it. 

Sheriff Herpel could not be seen to- 
night. It is said that he will not take 
any action unless definitely advised that 
the anti-bookmaking law is being vyio- 
lated at Delmar track.

PUSHING SEPARATION BILL. 
Sixteen of the Thirty-seven Sections 
of the French Measure Passed. 


PARIS, June 18.—The question of the 
separation of Church and State is still 
occupying practically the whole attention 
of the Chamber of Deputies. The debate 
has lasted since March 20. 

The ardor of the discussion appears to 
have died out since the passage of the 
first four sections, though the opponents 
of the measure continue to obstruct its 
progress to the best of their ability. De- 
spite this and the long interruptions occa- 
sioned by the celabration of three relig- 
ious festivals—Easter, the Ascension, and | 
Pentecost—much has been accomplished. 
Sixteen séctions of the total of thirty- 
seven have been adopted, the matters 
settled including the suppression of the} 
public worship budget and the disposal of 
Church property, the latter being one of | 
the most difficult questions raised by the 
bill. 

It now only remains to settle a system | 
for the formation of parochial bodies for 
the direction of Government religious edi- 
fices, and to provide regulations for the 
control of the services. These two points | 
will probably arouse considerable argu- |} 
ment, but the committee having the meas- | 
ure in charge shows such willingness to 
accept reasonable suggestions that it is | 
hoped the entire bill will pass through 
the Chamber before the long vacation, 
which begins about a month hence.

“ Big Frank ” McCoy, Who Was a. 
Pal of Jimmy Hope. 


SHARED IN MANHATTAN LOOT.

Although Not in the Actual Robbery— | 
He Doesn’t Expect to Leave 
Bellevue Alive. 


“Big Frank” McCoy, a pal of the late | 
Jimmy Hope not only in the famous} 
Manhattan Bank robbery but in many 
other exploits, and, according to ex~-Chief | 
Byrnes, one of the most audacious bank | 
burglars in this cotntry while he was| 
still working, lies on his deathbed in 
Bellevue Hospital. There he tried yester- | 
day, between spells of fever that rendered 
his speech rambling but not irrational, to 
give an account of his adventurous life. 

Time and again he seemed to forget en- | 
tirely that he has been trying—and that, 
according to his friends, he has succeeded 
—to live an honest and commonplace life 
ever since he was pardoned from the 
Delaware State Prison in 1892. His 
thoughts dwelt on the earlier part of his 
long life, that now counts more than 
three score years, and the days when 
together with Eddie Goodie and Steve 
Boyle he originated and played with 
much success that most ingenious game 
known to the police as the ‘* butcher cart 
business.”’ 

It was as simple as it proved effective, 
and consisted merely in having a butch 
er’s cart or some similar vehicle wait- 
ing along the route which ‘was to be taken 
by the bank messenger who was to be 
plundered. As soon as the booty had 
been snatched from the hands of the 
victim the robber jumped into the cart, 
which was then driven off at top speed 
by a pal y 

But of his partnership with 
famed Jimmy Hope McCoy spoke with 
more pleasure than of anything else. He 
admitted almost ruefully that he had not 
been directly concerned in the descent on 
the Manhattan Savings Institution, when 
several millions worth of bonds were car- 
ried off. But as a consolation he men- 
tioned that he had helped to work out 
the plans, and fhat afterward he took 
care of a portion of the proceeds. He 
added that he had been unable to realize 
a solitary cent on the bonds that fell to 
his share. What had become of those 
bonds he woula not say. And then he 
went on .-to tell of other jobs that he and 
Jimmy pulled ff: 

“In 1872 Hope and I 
Beneficial Savings Bank of ) 
and got away with $60,000. The institu- 
tion was a Catholic one and the deposit- 
ors mostly poor persons. ‘The police had 
pretty strong suspicions that we were 
connected with the job, but had no, proof. 
However, several prominent Catholics ap- 
pealed to us to make restitution, for the 
sake of the poor depositors, who had 
lost their all. Hope and I returned most 
of the plunder. I can safely talk about 

_it, now that Hope is dead and I have not 
long to live at the best. 

*T had a hand in 
proud to say that I 
Several times I was 
terms, but I served 
of them. The narrowest ’ 
had from death was in 1877, when with 
several others I attempted to enter the 
bank at Suffolk, Va It was on election 
day, early in the morning, and we were 
discovered at work. There was a hot 
chase, and capture meant instant death 
by hanging. We all got away. 

‘*T guess most of the old pals are dead 
and gone now. And if I get away from 
here—if I don’t go out of here with my 
feet foremost—well, I guess it won't last | 
much longer, anyhow.” 

McCoy was born in Troy in 1842 or 1845 
and began adult life as a cabinetmaker 
Bad company led him astray, and for 
more than twenty years he wandered on 
crooked paths. But in the last twelv« 
years he has turned no tricks, having 
had enough of the hunted life of a pro- 
fessional criminal. , 

Always a striking figure on account of 
the six feet of height and the width 
across his shoulders, he looks now like a 
patriarch, his hair and his long beard be- 
ing white as snow. Sadly he said yester- 
day that he had no longer a home of his 
own Or a person to whom he might count 
himself kin. James Purcell, a_ saloon 

"keeper, from whose place at Third Ave- 
nue and Thirty-third Street ‘ Big Frank ”’ 
was taken to the hospital, was the friend 
whose name he gave, according to the 
rules of Bellevue.

Provision for the 
death of the President-elect and Vice 
President-elect, one or both, can be 
made only by Constitutional amend- 
ment. Summing up his conclusions, 
Mr. DOUGHERTY Says: 

Of the various perplexing questions 
which the Electoral Court has presented 
not one is solved by the act of 1887. It 
makes no provision as to what shall hap- 
pen if constitutionally ineligible Electors 
should be appointed by,a State; it does 
not declare whether the provision of the 
Constitution requiring Electors to meet 
on the same day throughout the United 
States is mandatory or declaratory; it 
creates no tribunal for the détermination 
of other difficulties arising in connection 
with the Electoral vote, but simply em- 
powers the two houses, practically with- 
out debate, in certain contingencies to 
exclude the vote of a State, without pre- 
scribing any regulations for the govern- 
ment of their conduct—thus leaving them 
apparently to judge in any case by ex 
post facto legislation. Sincé the Electo- 
ral system is concededly obsolete and 
Electors are merely automata or ma- 
chines to register party decisions, the 
dictate of reason is to abolish the sys- 
tem altogether. The plea that, ff obso- 
lete, it is harmless cannot stand in the 
forum of history. 

Another objection, not noted by Mr. 
DovGHERTY, is that the printing of the 
names of the Electors upon the ballot 
is a direct invitation to the unintelli- 
gent voter to make a fool of himself. 
He observes that the first name upon 
his ballot, or the second name, or some 
other name, is that of a person he dis- 
likes much; he __—itherefore 
“ scratches" it, thereby very likely in- 
validating his ballot altogether, but at 
any rate committing an act directly 
contrary to his main intent, which 
plainly is to cast his ballot for the 
President and Vice President of the 
party that has appointed the Elector 
whose name he erases.

Yesterday's contert was brought | 
to a close with cheers—three times three 
~—for the dissolution of the union. |

will. Hundreds of miniature flags of the 
new Norway were waved, filling the air 
with red and white and blue tints. A mo- 
ment before the Norwegian national an- | 
them, which was not on tpe programme, | 
had been sung by the Norwegian students 
and the local Norwegian singing societies | 
in entire audience standing.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


A Dull Week, with a Sagging Ten- | 
dency of No Especial Significance 


There Was a Marked Contrast Be- 
tween the Movements in the Share 
and Bond Markets Last Week.

The majority of shares fell, while 
the majority of bonds rose. To be ex- 
act, 28 shares declined a point or 
more and 49‘fell. Among the bonds 
there were 22 advances and 9 declines. 
Limiting the analysis to the dozen ac- 
| tive shares, it appears that Canadian 
| Pacific was the only one to enjoy an 
advance which reached % The de- 
| cClines were more serious. The most ac- 


| 
tive—Reading—lost only %, but the sec- 
; ond in activity—Union Pacific—fell 2%. 


Amalgamated ended the week 2% down, 
Smelting fell 2%, and Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit 1. As the week was destitute 
of news affecting these properties spe- 
cifically and adversely, the declines 
are not alarming, reflecting merely the 
Sagging tendency of a market in which 
there was no especial inducement to do 
busin-ss. 

That the week was devoid of impor- 
tant price movements can scarcely be 
a matter of surprise in view of the 
extremely professional character of the 





| trading and the low ebb to which trad- 


ing, even of that character, fell as the| 
week advanced. The total transactions | 
for the six days’ trading, although act- 
uaily small, conveys only an imperfect 
idea of the dullness which prevailed 
during the latter part of the week, 
when whole hours passed without busi- 
ness enough to make even a moderately 
good showing for a single stock on a 
normally active day. And limited as 
the business was, it was largely monop- 
olized by a very few stocks. Reading 
common, which is among the past 
week's leaders, on one or two days sup- 
plied nearly half of the total transac- 
tions, affording ample proof, were any 
one at present in a mood to contro- 
vert the fact, that public interest in 
the market was practically nil. The 
market may perhaps be said to come 
rightfully by dullness at this time of 
the year, but the general indifference 
manifested at present has seldom been 
exceeded. 

Such interest as was taken in the 
market by traders, and none other ven- 
tured into the market at all, was cen- 
tred in the bond list or, to be more spe- 
cific, in the Japanese bonds, which were 
notably active and strong. The 4s in 
particular benefited by the attention 
bestowed. upon them. It was suggest- 
ed that the activity in these issues 
was largely speculative, and that to 
some extent at least it represented the 
willingness of traders to operate in 
bonds, that pay no tax, rather than in 
stocks, that do. Such influence was 
probably a factor, but the prospect of 
peace and the favorable promise of the 
;}engagement that appears likely to be 
|}fought by the armies in Manchuria, 
vossibly while the plenipotentiaries are | 
on their way to discuss peace, seems 
a sufficient reason for the prominence 
of Japanese issues to make it useless 
to look further for explanation.

Hurled by One Engine to Another 
at Fordham Landing.

|FIVE MEN HAD JUMPED OUT 


They Lay Flat on Gravel Between Ex- 
press and Freight Train — Their 
Touring Car a Complete Wreck. 


A big touring car which had just con- 
tained five men employed by the De 
Dietrich Motor Car Company of 1% West 
Thirty-fourth Street was struck by a New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
express train at the crossing at Fordham 
Landing, in the Bronx, early yesterday 
morning. The men had just time enough 
te jump from the machine, when it was 
stopped in the middle of the tracks, be- 
fore the express engine struck it. 

The express engine hurled the ponder- 
ous car across to another track, before 
the pilot of a freight engine. The freight 
engine tossed the car, reduced to a tangle 
of scrap iron, to the side of the tracks. 

Meanwhile the five men, who had 

thrown themselves flat on the gravel be- 
tween the tracks, lay still as the freight 
/and express rushed past them. All of 
them escaped without harm. They re- 
fused .their names to the police, and 
went downtown in a trolley car. 

That the automobile was on this cross- 
ing was due to a mistake in the route by 
a negro chauffeur who was driving the 
car. The party had come from New 
Haven, and intended to cross the Harlem 


way. In the darkness and their ignor- 
ance of the streets the party went too 
far down the river, and turned down the 
steep, short section of Fordham Road 
from Sedgwick Avenue, across the rail- 
road tracks to the Fordham Heights sta- 
tion, and ending at the Fordham Landing 
pier. Had they passed the crossing and 
;escaped the trains they might have 
plunged off the end of the pier into the 
river and suffered as bad a fate as they 
escaped on the tracks. 

There are gates at both sides of the 
crossing at the Fordham Heights station, 
and a bell rings at the approach of a 
train either way. According to Patrol- 
man Donovan of the High Bridge Station, 
who was on post at the crossing, the 
gates were down, as trains were due in 
a few moments, both southbound and 
northbound, shortly after midnight, when 
the automobile came tearing down the 
steep hill from Sedgwick Avenue. 


it passed the end of the gate and went on 
across the four tracks. Donovan shouted 
to the automobilists to back out, that a 
train was coming, and at this moment 
the warning bell began sounding, indicat- 
ing the near approach of a northbound 
express. At the same time, the freight 
approached on the inner southbound 
track, and was within a hundred yards 
of the crossing when the party in the 
automobile realized the danger. 

The chauffeur, who was not a thorough- 
ly experienced driver, put on the brakes, 
and then, either because of fright or lack

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[COUNTRY SHOE DEALERS 
LEAGUED WITH DUMMIES 


Wholesalers Get Evidence of 
Swindles Aggregating $20,000. 


DETECTIVES ON THE HUNT 


Systematic Game Worked in Pennsyl- 
vania Towns to Defraud Local 
Houses. 


Robberies of which the shoe merchants 
of this city have long been victims have 
just been investigated by E. A. Harting, 
the mercantile collector for the houses 
belonging .to the Shoe and Leather Pro- 
tective Association, who returned yester- 
;day from a ten-day trip through Western 
and Northern Pennsylvania. As a result 
of his investigation Mr. Harting will be 
able to proceed crimminally against the 
Swindlers, many of whom are said to be 
engaged in legitimate business in small 
country towns. Detectives supplied by a 
private agency will start to-day along the 
route followed by Mr. Harting to collect 
more evidence, .The total amount of the 
swindles so far investigated exceeds $20,- 
000. 

The first intimation to the local dealers 
that they were victims not of individual 
cases of dishonesty but of a systematic 
game, practiced on a large scale, came 
to them through the arrest recently of 
Jacob Lichtman, who was found to have 
used trumped-up judgments to dispose of 
stock worth $2,500 obtained on credit 
from half a dozen wholesale shoe houses 
in this city. The arruignment of Licht- 
man before a Magistrate and his release 
on bait in the sum of $4,000 was followed 
last Friday by his indictment by the 
Grand Jury. The charge was grand lar- 
ceny in the sum of $285. The complain- 
ants were A. J, Bates & Co. The prisoner 
was then arraigned before Judge Foster 
in the General Sessions Court and held in 
the same amount of bail. 

Lichtman is not supposed to have been 

| directly connected with the gang just in- 
vestigated by Mr. Harting, but his meth- 
ods were the same. Judgments obtained 
by relatives or friends of the men who 
perpetrated the swindle have been em- 
ployed in a number of cases, but in a 
still greater number other and more sub- 
tle tactics were resorted to. Mr. Hart- 
ing said yesterday that the game had 
been played on a large scale by men who 
own stores in the towns visited by him 
|}and who have been long in business, en- 
| joying good standing and credit. He 
thinks he will be able to prove that these 
men have been using ‘‘dummies” for the 


purpose of making orders in their own 
names, and that they later repudiated 
the orders. 

An order received by a local wholesale 
house from one. of these storekeepers 
would, naturally enough, be honored at 
| once, said Mr. Harting. At the expira- 
tion of the term of credit granted a dun- 
ning letter would be forwarded. This 
would bring back an indignant reply from 
the dealer, declaring that he had never 
ordered and never received any goods of 
the kind mentioned in the bill. 

In each case investigation would show 
that the shipment had reached the town 
where the dealer was doing business and 
had been received at the railroad sta- 
;}tion by a man representing himself as 
his agent. The dealer always declared 
that the man who got the goods was an 
imposter, trading falsely on the dealer's 
name. The tas omens by Mr. 
Harting involves a proved connection be- 
tween the ‘“‘ dummies” and the dealers.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Post Of- 
fice Department has begun a raid on the 
concerns that dupe colored people by ad- 
vertising patent stuffs supposed to change 
the black man into a white one. Maga- 
zines and weekly pepers pubiished ex- 
clusively for colored people, espectfally in 
Maryland and Virginia, have for years 
contained the advertisements of tnese 
feke concoctions, and the manufacturers 
of the compounds have dcne a. thriving 
business. Postmaster General Cortelyou 
has decidedeto Lar these oncerns from the 
use of the mails. 

The first to be ruled out is a Dr. Herli- 
hy of Chillicothe, Ohio, and the Rev. 
Winfield Company of Richmond, Va. 
Both advertised that they could furnish 
a ‘prescription for turning colored people 
into white. The department detectives 
sent fcr the stuff, héd it analyzed, and 
fcund it to be made up of bichloride of 
mercury, tincture of benzoin, glycerine, 
and water. 

Thera are a number of firms offering to 
supply a drug that will take the kinks out 
of the hair of negroes and make it as 
straight and fine as that of the Caucasian. 
The department is making an investiga- 
tion of these «compounds with a view to 
throwing them out of the mails.
